At t o’clock a vessel was discovered m ak ­ 
ing for Station 13. just north of Barnegat 
inlet. The vessel was beached opposite the 
station, in hopes of being relieved by the 
life-saving crew. 
The Captain of Station 
13, however, was not at his post, and 
as the vessel began to go to pieces. Captain 
Joe lteed, of Station 13, three miles dis­ 
tant, rushed to the assistance of the wreck, 
and arrived there 
¡11 tim e to shoot a line 
over the vessel, but the members of tiie 
crew were so weak from working the 
pum ps that they could not draw the rope 
through the surf, and the vessel broke to 
pieces while they were endeavoring to do 
so. 
In one hour after the vessel struck 
nothing could be discerned but 11 lot of 
broken pieces of tim ber. 
The first to go 
from the vessel was Mrs. Scarborough, 
wife of the m ate 
She was struck by

Morgan offered an am endm ent, to take 
the place o f the provisions for restoring the 
lands to the public dom ain mid the re­ 
sum ption of title by the United States. 
[The 
am endm ent 
authorizes 
and di­ 
rects the Circuit Court 
of the United 
States for the W estern District of Mis­ 
souri to hear and determ ine all ques­ 
tions arising out of claims to the lands de­ 
clared forfeited; directs the U nited States 
Attorney o f that district to proceed in that 
Court, in the name of the U nited States as 
plaintiff, against any person or corporation 
claim ing interest in the lands referred to. 
so as to bring the subject before the C o u rt; 
gives either party to the proceeding the 
right to appeal to the Suprem e Court of 
the United States, and directs th at Court 
to advance the ease 011 its calendar.] 
A long debate ensued, and finally the 
motion for an executive session prevailed. 
Before the doors were closed, however, 
Hawley called the attention of the Senate 
to a statem ent in the Record th at Senator 
Logan owned 80.000 acres of land. 
This 
statem ent, lie said, was untrue. The gen­ 
tleman referred to is only the owner of the 
land on which his father died, and to which 
he has added a little, in his own State, 
Illinois. 
A lluding to the same matter, Logan 
said : The statem ent is utterfV false. 
1 do 
not propose to give a schedule of my prop­ 
erty to anybody, but the property I do own 
is in the State of Illinois. 
I do own some 
two or three tracts of land, but all put to­ 
gether it would not m ake a hundredth part 
of what they charge. 
The Senate discharged the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections from further con­ 
sideration of the House bill on electoral 
count, and ordered a comm ittee of confer­ 
ence on it.

Tlic Speaker announced the question to 
he 011 the motion to table the motion to re­ 
consider the vote by which the House yes­ 
terday defeated the forfeiture bill. 
The motion to table was agreed to. Yeas. 
124; nays, 114—so the bill was lost. 
Rising to a question of privilege, Valen­ 
tine said that some day* ago a gentleman 
from New York. McAdoo. had taken occa- 
sf*i to print, a* part of his rem arks, a very 
long dispatch sent from this city to New 
York. 
It contained the names of our land 
monopolists, saving a full list would till 
every page of the paper. 
In the list of 
names, as printed in the Record to-day. 
appeared that of Senator John A. Logan as 
owning 50/XiO acres of land. Senator Lo­ 
gan had called bis (V alentine’s) attention 
to this to-day, and had desired him to say 
to the House that so far as it related to him 
the statem ent was absolutely false. The 
only land he owned was a little homestead 
in Illinois. 
A gentleman from New Jersey 
had taken occasion, while he was lauding 
the soldiers, to stab one of the brightest 
and m ost gallant of those soldiers.

Cox of Ne w York, in order to show, as

It is rtrange how very m uch anything 
t h a t is Oriental in style takes the fancy of 
Parisiesnnes. The fashion for Japanese or 
Indian materials, furniture, ornam ents and 
nick-nacks of all sorts, is som ething extra­ 
ordinary. 
Even flowers and plants must 
be of Eastern extraction in order to be ad­ 
m ired. Nowadays a Parisian lady is not 
satisfied unless she can receive her visitors 
in her drawing-room under the ifliadc of a 
real palm tree. A m odem salon is noth­ 
ing but a chaotic mass of Japanese chairs, 
tables and cabinets, embroidered panels, 
cushions and carpets, Indian covers and 
curtains, choice hits of bric-a-brac, china 
vases from Pekin, tapestry from Madras 
,nd genuine idols carried off from some 
agan trine in the East Indies. 
In fact 
drawing-rooms in Paris are no longer fur­ 
nished—thev 
are 
altogether 
crammed. 
If yon o»n move about easily in her salon 
the mistress of the houso is not pleased. 
Seats of every possible style and period are 
scattered about 
WITHOUT ANY APrABKNT OBPrB 
Or arrangem ent. 
Large 
tables, round 
which a whole family m ight gather, arc 
considered an abom ination. 
A num ber of 
sm all ones are placed in odd comers, while 
ornam ental stands for pictures, statuettes 
and ofy'cts dart are in great demand. These 
are for the most part artistically covered 
and draped with plush, silk brocade and 
heavy gold and silk fringe. 
If you possess 
a handsom e picture you no longer hang It 
up against the wall, you place it upon an 
artistic easel, w ith a drapery of dark plush 
or velvet thrown across it, at the back of 
the picture, so us to show it off to the great­ 
est advantage. The classical clock and 
candelabra are no longer tolerated upon the 
niantel-pieee. 
They are exchanged^ tor 
som e artistic flower-stand, bronze statuettes 
and articles of virtu. 
H andsom e hang­ 
ings to the windows and doors, rich East­ 
ern carpets and plenty of cushions are 
am ong the first desideratum ; the walls 
are hung, not w ith paper—that also is a 
thing of the past—but wilh silk or woolen 
brocade; the room is divided into various 
little nooks in w hich ure grouped several 
sm all seats, one or two tables and various 
plants anil ornam ents. Sym m etry and or­ 
der are entirely banished— fancy and o il price 
reign supreme. To give 
AN I DBA o r A MOllBBN SAI.ON 
1 will attem pt to describe tlmt of a fair 
Parisian lady who shall be nameless. This 
salon is. in fact, composed of two rooms, 
the inner one slightly sm aller and forming 
a sort of recess. This recess is tastefully 
draped with curtains which are partly of 
old gold brocade and partly of black satin, 
with a deep border of Indian embroidery, 
the whole being looped tip with silk oorils 
of gold and black. 
This in itself gives 
great originality to the. salon. 
As you en­ 
ter, the m im til piece is in front of you, and 
u clear wood-tire is burning, unless the 
weather is very warm indeed, when the 
tíre-plata' is concealed 
by a handsom e 
screen. 
The m antle is drajied w ith red 
plush and old gold brocade. 
It is orna­ 
mented w ith a large jardiniere of emliossed 
old copper, tilled with exotic plants', Japan 
lamps 
and 
various 
objets 
d’art. 
Of 
course there is a handsom e m irror reach­ 
ing to the ceiling with a Louis XVI. gilt 
frame and appliques hearing wax tapers. 
THE TWO WlJfXlWS, 
W hich are on the right, are hung with old 
gold brocade and satin, heavily fringed, 
and under curtains of embroidered lace; 
the walls are covered w ith panels of em ­ 
broidered satin alternately blue and old 
gold, framed with black and gold. A few 
seats, causeuses, fauteuils and chairs of va­ 
rious size and style arc grouped about the 
fire-place, and the rest of the room is a 
bizarre but tasteful arrangem ent of won­ 
derful Japan tables, gilt stands and largo 
exotic plants in ornam ental cache-pots, 
w ith Rcats dispersed everywhere. Between 
th e windows stands a large jardiniere of 
rnarqueterie filled with flowers, and in one 
corner a picture by a favorite m aster is 
placed ujxrn an easel draped w ith red 
plush. 
Hut the prettiest part of it all is the 
recess draped with double jxirtiero of bro­ 
cade and satin. This recess is entirely 
h ung with old Gobelin tapestry. 
Its one 
window, which is in the middle, at the fur­ 
th er end is covered with goid lattice-work, 
entirely covered with pretty crcoping plants. 
Close before it is placed a low folding screen 
covered witli Indian embroidery bordered 
w ith red plush. On one side there is a cabi­ 
n et in the medieval style, on the other a 
buhl table, both covered with artistic nick- 
nacks. 
Then pele-mele, two low sofas, 
Klools, fauteuils and chairs of every style, 
color and material, cushions and escabeaux, 
a half colum n covered with pale blue plush 
supporting a handsome bronze statuette, a 
n n a ll table covered with an embroidered 
cloth, a gilt stand with a Venus of warm- 
looking terra-cotta, a piano draped with 
plush and embroidery and various brack­ 
ets with curious pieces of bric-a-brac. In 
th e angles cupids of gilt wood b a r large 
candelabros, and on each side of the draped 
entrance are two im m ense Japanese poli­ 
ches filled with large exotic plants. The 
carpet is of Aubusson, the seats arc partly 
o f gold brocade, partly of black satin em ­ 
broidered with gold, w hile others are quite 
different, embroidered over colored satin or 
w orked in Indian or Chinese style. 
In 
fact, I can only give a very imperfect idea 
o f the whole, for to describe in detail tlus 
salon it would take a great deal more space 
than 1 have left for my oausurie. The 
TASTE FOB THINGS ANOIKNT 
And gone by, bearing the stam p of another 
age, is so great just now that it shows itsoif 
in m any things. 
A fresh instance of this, 
and a very striking one, too, is the im ­ 
m ense success of the new hotel of the Ituc 
de Hilde. This hotel is built and deco­ 
rated in the style of the Middle Ages, and 
quaintly entitled the “ llostcllery du Lyon 
({'or.” 
Everything about it savors of the 
jH*riod it is m eant to recall—the sm all 
Icred windows, the n -uve. 
• arvings of its oaken panels and antiqtlA- 
looking furniture, the tapestry and [>aini- 
ings of its low-ceiled rooms. 
The only 
thing like it I have seen is the ancient hos­ 
telry of the time of Wil ¡am the Con­ 
queror, which is duly shown to all travel­ 
e r s visiting the .small but very old town of 
Diuca, in Normandy. The interior of the 
"hostelry 
resembles tlcvt of some old 
castle of the M id d le Ages, everything is nt 
rapport; hut w h at makes it unique and 
m ore biza t o tl 
; an old chateau is its pre­ 
tense at simplicity. The sign-post flutters 
in the wind, the small windows, the nar­ 
row door, are all in im itation of the caba­ 
ret of old times, and look most queer and 
out of keeping with the rest of the fashion­ 
able street in which it is placed. W hen­ 
ever a carriage drives up to the entrance, a 
ivt/ri dr 
is in readiness to usher the 
new comer into the hall. 
H e carries an 
IXÍMKNSK REI) UMIIBKI.LA 
W ide open, which he holds over your 
head to protect you cither ngainst the rain 
or sun. T he hall is magnificently hung 
with ancient tapestries from “ la's Gobe­ 
lins." 
To the right opens a sort of bar 
wilh a counter of carved ebony inlaid with 
gold; to the left ail im mense sallen manger ! 
superbly 
finished 
in the 
Hcnaissance 
Style, with h ig t carved paneling and stained 
glass windows of raro beauty. 
A grand 
staircase leads to the private salon on the 
first 
floor. 
These salons are variously 
filled up in the Muyen age, Henri II. and 
Renaissance styles. 
iliro take place con­ 
ferences, political banqueta and ollicial re­ 
unions, us well as private dinners and sup­ 
pers. .Should you pass th at way at night 
you will soc the lights flashing brilliantly 
through the colorís! pains of glass, and hear 
strains of music issuing from the great talle 
in which tlie very gobd orchestra is placed. 1 
was forgetting to say a large golden lion oc- j 
cupies a conspicuous place in the entrance 
had. 
It gives its nam e to this very bizarre I 
and very beautiful " hostclleric" which has 
now the great vogue in otir Parisian world 
of fashion—a vogue before which th at of 
the Isjuvre, the Grand Hotel, the Conti­ 
nental, Vefour and even Bignion, fade and 
pass away. The “ Lyon d ’or" is the ron- 


dpzvrms of the artistic and epicurean world. 
It is always full, but more especially of an 
evening. To dine well is aiwavs an excel­ 
lent thing, but to dine in a flood of light, 
and ooean of music, surrounded by splen­ 
did and artistic surroundings. L« a treat 
w orthy of the gi>ds. A nd in this wonder­ 
ful “ cabaret” eyes, ears and palate are 
equally delighted atone and the same time. 


nOME 
AND GARDEN. 


Cream biscuit—One pint of thick sour 
cream, one teaspoonful soda, one teaspoon- 
ful cream tartar. Flour sufficient to roll 
out. and bake in a quick ovon.—[Boston 
Globe. 
The odor of onions can be effectually re­ 
moved from the frying pan by boiling a 
little wood ashes and water iu it, or, if you 
have no ashes, potash or soda will do as a 
substitute. 
Now is a good tim e to prepare m int vine­ 
gar. 
Take pepper or spearm int leaves; 
wash them , and put them into a large­ 
m outhed bottle; 
till the bottle up with 
vinegar ; have a cork that fits closely. 
Let 
this stand for three weeks, then ponr it 
through a m uslin cloth into a clean bottle, 
and it ia ready for use. 
To m ake Cape May com bread, take one 
pint sifted corn meal, pour on it one quart 
of boiling water and two teaspoonftus of 
salt, three eggs, the whites beaten first as 
light as possible, and then add the yolks, 
unbeaten, to the whites, and boat ail again 
until very light. Bake very th in .—[New 
York Post. 
At this tim e of year, m utton is one of 
the best kinds o f m eat for health. To 
make a nice m utton pie slice, cold roast 
m utton and lay in a deep dish ; put an 
em ptv cup turned bottom up in the m id­ 
dle of the dish; this takes up the gravy 
and keeps it from boiling over. Season 
the meat with salt and butter and sprinkle 
w ith flour; cover w ith a crust and bake 
forty* minutes. 
Cauliflowers will not thrive except under 
the very best conditions. They are grown 
in the sam e m anner as cabbage, only the 
soil m ust be exceedingly rich. M any grow­ 
ers have found it necessary to occasionally 
water this crop, which is a hindrance to 
field culture, although the prices usually 
obtained repay the care. If tlic leaves are 
drawn together over the heads, blanching 
will 
be 
greatly 
facilitated. — [Prairie 
Farm er. 
A dainty dish to serve with cake as the Inst 
course at dinner is made bv stewing prunes of 
the best quality till they are tender, and the 
pits will slip out easily Í stew them in as 
little water as possible. 
Beat the whites 
of eggs to a stiff froth ; add alm ost as m uch 
sugar as if you wore m aking frosting; 
drain the water from the prunes, mix 
them with the eggs and sugar, and setin the 
oven to harden. Serve cold, with cake and 
coffee.—[New York Post. 
Salsify is not generally grown, a t least 
no t in "farmers’ gardens. 
It is as easily 
managed as parsnips or other roots. The 
root is rarelv more than an inch t hrough at 
the larger end. By giving it a rich soil and 
thinning to five or six inches npartJn the 
row, the size mav be increased. This is 
often called “ Oyster Plant,” or “ Vegetable 
Oyster.” A sotip made from it has some­ 
w hat the flavor o f oyster soup. It m ay be 
ru t into inches and stewed, or boiled ten­ 
der. dipped in batter and fried.— [The 
Household.

HEALTH NOTES.

Sleep is the best medicine in the world. 
It is said by the Medical-Jleertrd that by 
following the sim ple m ethod here given 
almost instant relief of ear-ache is afforded: 
Put five drops of chloroform on a little 
cotton in the Iwwl of a clay pipe, then 
blow the vapor tlirough the stem into the 
aching ear. 
It appears from the recent investigations 
of the New York City Board of Health that 
both arsenic and lead have been found in 
raw coffee, which had been pu t through 
some process to im prove its color. Other 
deleterious substances arc also used in col­ 
oring coffee. 
T heir use was prom ptly 
stopjied by order of the Board. 
A French physician says th at distressing 
or excessive-palpitation of the heart eau 
always be arrested by bending the body 
double, the head down and the arm s hang­ 
ing, so as to produce a tem porary conges­ 
tion of the upper portion of the body. 
In 
nearly every instance of nervous palpita­ 
tion the heart resumes its natural function. 
It the movements of respirations are a r­ 
rested during this action, the effect is still 
more sure and rapid. 
A m an was suffering from gangrene of 
the lungs, with cough, difficulty of breath­ 
ing and fever. The odor of the breath was 
m ost offensive. The patient was pu t upon 
a m ixture containing carbolic acid, but as 
no im provem ent followed, tincture of euca­ 
lyptus was substituted for the acid. In two 
days after the use of the last prescription 
the odor of the breath was m uch less dis­ 
gusting. and in less than two week3 the 
m an was discharged cured. The benefi­ 
cent work was attributed to the action of 
the eucalyptus bv Dr. Bonamy.

F o b B a sh fu l Mk>: an i> W om en 
Try to 
forget that you have arm s, legs and feet. If 
you do no’t they wil! m ultiply until, to 
your consciousness, they are as num erous 
as the arm s of the -octopus, and always in 
im m inent danger o f tvitig themselves in 
knots and throwing you down or m aking 
you do some awkward thing. Try to forget 
yourself in every way. 
Make no hasty 
movement, but after stepping inside the 
doorwav pause and look around for the 
hostess,’ it you do not at once see her. < Jo to 
her dircctlv. receive her greeting, aud then 
take another quiet glance around to sec what 
course to follow to dispose ot yourself 
pleasantly.

In a letter dated at Athens, May 10th, 
and published in the Bulletin, Rev. 1 K. 
Dwinell, D.D., refers to scenes aloDg his 
trip tlirough Syria as follows : 
Damascus has a rem arkable physical 
origin and dependence. It has a popufation 
of 125,001). The M ussulman boasts of AGO 
masques and GOO m inarets in it. 
There are 
fine schools of theology, jurisprudence and 
philosophy for the defense of the M oham­ 
medan faith and the slu/ty of the Koran. It 
is regarded by the Arab from the deserts as 
an eartiilv paradise, and it furnished Mo­ 
ham m ed the suggestion of his ideal of the 
celestial paradise. 
Yet this city, with its 
countless tropical groves and playing fount­ 
ains and teem ing Oriental lift—the richest 
aud the m ost Oriental o f all the cities of the 
East—standing on the western side of the 
great Syrian desert, really springs from be­ 
neath the m ountain rocks of Anti-Lebanon. 
The water w hich gives life to Damascus 
comes forth as a great fountain, which, as if 
hurrying from some m ighty subterranean 
conflict, issues, roaring and foam ing and 
tum bling, a full-grown river, m uch as the 
Jordon issues from Mt. H ennon, but from a 
narrower opening through the rocks, with 
more violence and percipitancy and more 
eagerness to get. away. 
No wonder It is in 
haste to come abroad. It is not, however, 
its mission to find freedom and escape front 
w hat is behind, but to discharge the bless­ 
ing hidden in it below. 
In it and the 
sm aller stream uniting w ith it a lew yards 
below—the Abana of ancient times, the 
Barada of modern—are hidden all “ the 
prom ise and potency” of Damascus. Noth­ 
ing else physically lias made this 


PA RADISH ON TH E DHBKBT 
A possibility and spread it out with all its 
teem ing Oriental life and beauty ou the 
sands. On our way to Baa'.bec we follow 
up the sm aller of these stream s, which still 
carries the ioint nanio, the Barada, through 
m uch wiiil scenery am ong the spurs of 
A nti-Lebanon; but all along the stream 
sm all, beautiful valleys open out here and 
there, covered with verdure, in each of 
which nestles a village—the series resemb­ 
ling a string of pearls on a thread of silver 
when seen at a distance, but the vision of 
beauty dissolves when seen close at hand. 
In crossing Anti-Lc.banon, from some of 
the high points overlooking the large val­ 
leys between this range and the Lebanon 
range, wo had some m ost unique and pleas­ 
ing scenery. This valley, formerly called 
Coelesyria, is th irty or forty miles long and 
from four to ten wide, and Baalbec is at 
the head of a branch of it looking towards 
the east aud near the north and of the main 
valley. 
MOUNT I ,ERANOS COUNTRY. 
At this tim e m any of the fields had been 
freshly plowed, others were in all stages of 
cultivation, and our eyes took in the whole 
range of the Talley for iniles up and down 
and across, as the lands were cultivated far 
up the sides of Lebanon opposite us towards 
the regions covered with snow, in one con­ 
tinuous, broad, thick belt. The result was 
that the whole landscape in the valley and 
up the m ountain side was a splendid mo­ 
saic of more colors than I ever elsewhere 
saw blended Ln one view. 
There was the 
black oarLh of the freshly plowed alluvial 
Soil of the center of the valley; then fields 
of brown of all shades; then above them 
the terra cottas; higher tbe grays, then the 
w hite; interspersed with these, in the por­ 
tion under cultivation, were fields in all 
stages of green and yellow and other fields 
brilliant with flowers. Now, rem em ber that 
this valley is very fertile and is laid off and 
worked in sm all, regular fields, without 
fences or visible seams, and th at we were 
above it and looking down on it, and th at 
the scene was further softened by the rich, 
mellow Syrian light idealizing the whole 
vision ; and im agine this carpeting of na­ 
ture, in regular figures and brilliant colors, 
stretching away for miles till your eyes are 
weary looking for the end, and such a car­ 
pet you will have before you as you never 
saw equalled for brilliancy and purity of 
color in any parlor. If the view from the 
m inaret on the M ount of Olives is the most 
impressive I have ever seen, th at on the top 
of the hill back of Nazareth the m ast filled 
with recognizable points of sacred story, 
that on the precipice above the Sea of Gali­ 
lee the most beautiful, this is the most 
fairy-like. 
THE ETTINS OF BAALBEC. 
B ut now wo arc in sight of Baalbec. 
W e 
hasten on. A strange sensation comes over 
me as I enter among these ruins. 
I am 
awed, more than curious. 
The immense 
Corinthian columns, w ith the toppling 
architraves, frieze and comice throwing 
their weight far more on one side than the 
other—six of them standing alone in a row 
sheer up in the air sixty feet, with that 
nodding visor of massive rock seventeen 
feet high on their heads in addition ; the 
massive fragments of capitals, pillars and 
tow n 'rocks, once parts of grand temples, 
lying thick about m e over acres o f ground ; 
the d ear outlines and walls, and peristyle 
on one side of the sm aller tem ple in the 
grand tem ple area; the Cyclopean walls 
which still surround this area, the lower 
and larger portions of which I see at a 
glance arc the work of the an cien ts; these 
things arc speaking to me now with voices 
from another world, and I m ust hear. The 
old Roman, the hewer aud builder and or­ 
ganizer, is before me, lifting up these rocks 
into chiseled sym m etry and beauty. 
1 see 
him wherever lie marches his legions, giv­ 
ing laws, building roads, throw ing aque­ 
ducts aiTnss the country on enduring stone 
colum ns and arches, spanning rivers with 
masonry, erecting colum ns to be seen 
through long distances and ages, and rais­ 
ing temples which the ravages of tim e re­ 
spect. 
H e is here. 
1 shall not attem pt a 
description of the ruins at Baalbec. 
It 
would be confusing to one who has not seen 
tlic r’, they are so many, so various, so tom - 
plicated. There are great stones here built 
in the wall nineteen feet from the ground, 
sixty-four feet long and thirteen feet high, 
and as m any thick. Three of them , the 
largest stones ever handled, it is said, and 
built into masonary, and yet the dressing 
so accurate th at hardly any jo in t is visible 
where they connect with the other parts of 
the wall. There are sights at every turn 
that excite wonder and adm iration. 
ANCIENT TEMPIXS. 
It is generally supposed th at of the two 
ancient tem ples in the area, thesraallcrand 
later one, which is now in a very good state 
of preservation, was the Temple of the Sun, 
and the larger one, which is prostrate, with 
the exception of the six grand columns 
which overlook the whole phiceand region, 
was devoted to the worship of Jupiter. 
This I think a mistake 
Baalbec from the 
earliest historical period, as its nam e shows, 
was devoted to Baal-worship, and that was 
sun-worship. Sun-worship was the feature 
of the place, and gave the nam e to the 
place, and the older and larger and more 
im posing temple, occupying the central and 
higher position, and looking directly out 
towards the east, would naturally be de­ 
voted to that worship. T heother tem ple ia 
m uch smaller, and in a much lower subor­ 
dinate position, and while facing cast was 
farther back and did not advance to the 
front to lie first to greet the rising god of 
the dav. 
it boors evidence in the dispro­ 
portionate swell of tlic C orinthian columns 
above timbase, in the grouping of different 
Styles of architecture, in the ornam entation 
of the tem ple walls in the interior, one side 
of the entrance, e. g., being finished in the 
Egyptian style, w hile the Greek style in 
general prevails,that it was built in a degen- 
orate age of art, as well as of morals, and 
was intended to be a tem ple to suit the va­ 
rious tastes of a mixed and indifferent peo­ 
ple, as the worship of Jupiter in the later 
ages of the Roman Empire was cherished 
as a composite and compromise of all re­ 
ligions of the Pagan world—a loose envel­ 
ope thrown over them all. The earlier and 
more central tem ple, and the one further 
east, in a place from the earliest times de­ 
voted to sun-worship, in thealisence of any 
historical evidence to the contrary, I m ust 
regard as tlic Tem ple of the Sun, though 
most travelers have expressed a different 
i opinion.

' And refresh our eyes again on the won- 
crous tapestry of magnificent colors of the 
Lebanon valley. Our faces are now turned 


towards Beirut. W e soon strike the French 
road between th at place and Damascus. 
The road lies across the M ount Lebanon 
range, which in most places is steep, pre­ 
cipitous, high and covered w ith anow. 
It 
is a road for the French diligence. The 
French, in blood and organizing construc­ 
tive power, are the sons of th e R om ans;

sion, has gone out as a quickening power 
tlirough all these m ounLtindistricts. Add­ 
ed to these causes and encouraged bv_ 
them, there are also favorable conditions of 
trade and commerce. The consequence is, 
the Lebanon region has now a rem arkable 
degree of prosperity beyond any other ;>or- 
tion of Syria or Palestine. And Beirut, 
though not in th at province or civil dis­ 
trict, has much of the appearance and stir 
and thrift of a European city.

the night, give wakeful children food. Sleep 
will follow. 
The sick should invariably 
eat during the night. This is imperative.

POSEY'S 
PROMISE. 


T his used to be an im portant station on 
the old overland stage road, and is named 
alter one of the overlund com pany’s most 
oekfcratcd drivers—honest, bluff Ben Fick- 
!«.. whose life history, if written out, 
would m ake a volume more interesting 
tAftii the most sensational work of fiction, 
writes a correspondent of the Philadelphia 
V*m.\ from Benficklin, Texas. Benficklin 
has eoen its beet days. 
It was formerly the 
•cat of Tom Green county, but when the 
Concho river rose and swept-over the town, 
1» the fall of 1882, and its adobe casas and 
jweals 
were 
washed 
away, 
1 
wax paralyzed and 
the 
town 
recovered. 
T he county seat 
moved to the ncightxiring 
settlem ent 
•i San Angela, and Benfieklin's glory de­ 
ported. 
It rem ains now oniy in name. A 
short distance above Benficklin, where the 
Middle, Good Spring, and South forks of 
the Concho river unite and form the m ain 
Concho, is a little motte of cottonwood and 
willow trees. On the upper edge of the 
m otte is a giant specimen of the former 
variety and at it« roots, w ithin sound of the 
rushing river in whose m uddy torrent he 
perished, lie the bones of Christopher Posey, 
bettor known along the southwestern fron­ 
tier by the more fam iliar name of “ Kansas 
K it.” 
l’osey came down out of the north­ 
western country, and 
located at 
Fort 
Concho, w hen buffalo-hunting on the great 
Staked plain was a profitable business. 
lie was a " killer,” and during the buf­ 
falo-hunting season 
fotind rem unerative 
em ploym ent. 1 was on the range w ith him 
«¿c-veral seasons, and found him a very 
agreeable and entertaining partner. lie 
was born on the Kansas frontier, and had 
never visited u settlem ent larger than a 
post town 
lie was ignorant of lore learned 
from books, but the great teacher, nature, 
had found in him an apt and appreciative 
student,-and in plain, forest anti m ountain 
tra il lie was unexcoled. 
líe was an uner­ 
ring shot, a splendid trailer, a good horse­ 
man, and possessed of an abundance of 
th a t cool courage so essential to the fron­ 
tiersm an 
In the course of his somewhat 
checkered career he hat! passed through 
adventures of the most startling and haz­ 
ardous description, hut he rarely sj>oke 
about- himself, and w hat I learned of his 
history was gleaned by dint of m uch ques­ 
tioning 
in 
conversations around 
the 
camp-fire. 
Physically 
Posey 
was 
a 
splendid specimen of m anhood. lie was 
over six feet in hight, broad-shouldered, 
deep-chested, and as strong as a m ountain 
lion. W hen I was with him on the buffalo 
range he was strictly temperate, and as 
bunalo-killers received pretty good wages 
he was able to save up quite a snug sum, 
which he kept on deposit with an outfitting 
trader. After the buffalo left Texas Posey’s 
•ocupation was gone. 
H e knew every loot 
of the oountry however, and secured a po­ 
sition at Fort (loncho as one of the guides 
and scouts. 
H e began to drink, moder­ 
ately at first, 
One day I saw him fighting 
drunk and bent on painting tilings a vivid 
rod. A fter th at it was no uncommon tiling 
tor him to go on sprees, during which he 
was quarrelsom e and dangerous. 
lie killed two or three men, and thereby 
fsjrolled him self in the "b o m on Hitter 
Ckroek squadron.” 
Presently he became a 
terror, and men tolerated his reckless and 
unlawful behavior through fear. H e al­ 
ways went arm ed to the tcctli, and it could 
be truly said that "the crack of a six- 
shooter and the groans of a dying man 
were music to his cars.” 1 was at the post 
one day when Kit was running things. 
Mounted on a big gray horse, he galloped 
up and down th.* post, yelling like a de­ 
mon. 
A 
half-dozen 
six-shooters 
were 
thrust in his belt, and a buffalo gun rested 
across the horn of his saddle. 
He amused 
him self by discharging these weapons in 
the 
most reckless 
m anner, 
regardless 
of consequences, 
and 
wound 
up the 
day’s debauch 
by 
killing 
an 
in n o ­ 
cent and inoffensive old Mexican who 
happened to be standing in the door­ 
way of a casino as Kit rode up. Some of the 
men who were hastened to their long ac­ 
count through the instrum entality of his 
• ix shooters left behind 
them 
devoted 
friends, who swore to avenge their com­ 
panions' untim ely taking off, out somehow 
these post-mortem avengers never succeed­ 
ed in "getting in their fine work,” and 
Kansas Kit’s fame as a bad m an, whom it 
was dangerous to offend, spread all along 
the frontier. 
In 1880 just before the Vic­ 
toria mid, Kit left Concho, us scout and 
guide, in i barge of u party of emigrants 
bound for the leríilc plains of lower New 
Mexico. 
Among these emigrants was a family 
named Joyce, consisting of John Joyce, 
his wife and daughter Alice. 
The lutter 
was a beautiful girl of 17, as gentle as a 
dove and as fair as a lily. Joyce was from 
one of the older States, and bad !>ocn a man 
o f tom e property. Alice bad been reared 
ill comparative luxury, but the rough camp 
life of the emigrants seemed to agree with 
her, and she was as happy and light-hearted 
as a field lurk. In their journey toward the 
land of prom ise the emigrants followed the 
old overland trail and « ‘ached Bars’ canyon 
w ithout accident or startling adventure 
I hey arrived at the entrance to the canyon 
just at night, and Kit, who was riding in 
advance, assured the tired travelers that 
they would soon reach a camj ing place. So 
far he hud discovered no fresh Iridian sign, 
and he was hopeful of conducting the party 
to their destination w ithout meeting any of 
the rod men. 
Finally, half way through 
the canyon, they reached a little spring of 
pure water, and prepared to camp for the 
night. 
The tired horse's arid mules were 
unhitched 
from 
the 
great 
" prairie 
schooners” they had been dragging through 
th e hot alkali sand all day, aria after being 
side-lined and hobbled were turned loose 
to graze under charge o f two men. 
Some of the em igrants gathered firewood 
and their wives and daughters began to 
prepare their coarse eventide meal. The 
little children played together in the sand. 
Posey shouldered his rifle, and, entering a 
rougn arroyo, began to climb to the top of 
•the m ountain through which the canyon 
ran. 
He wanted to take an observafion 
and make sure that there were no Indians 
prowling about the camp 
This was the 


. 
„ 
rocks 
w ith a shudder of apprehension. 
Suddenly a w om an's scream rent the air 
and lie started to his feet and peered down 
the arroyo. 
Alice1 Joyce was struggling up 
th e rocky defile, closely pursued by two 
Indians. 
K er long, golden h air streamed 
behind her, and her face was white with 
terror. 
Posey determ ined to save her. He 
raised his W inchester, took quick aim at 
Bie foremost Indian, pulled the trigger, 
and instantly covering the red m an’s com­ 
panion tired again. 
Both of the bucks 
dropped down among the rocks dead, and 
Posey ran toward the jMxir fugitive, who had 
fallen to the ground overcome w ith fatigue 
and terror. 
H e raised her up and whis­ 
pered a few encouraging words into her 
ear. 
‘ If we can only reach the top of the 
m ountain,” he said, “ we can escape. Lean 
on m e and I will help you.” 
The trem bling girl obeyed, and they 
reached the top X'f the m ountain w ithout 
attracting the attention of the Indians, who 
ware busily engaged in the canyon below 
scalping the slain and plundering the wag­ 
ons. Posey and Alice Joyce had alone es­ 
caped massacre. Together they struck out 
across the m ountain, and eventually, after 
m any privations and m uch 
suffering, 
reached Fort Davis. Posey reported the 
presence of Indians, and a party of soldiers 
started out, under his guidance, to pursue 
and punish the red m urderers.

H enri Parville, in the Paris Debate, quotes 
a reference to the singular action of oil on 
waves by Theophylaetes, the Byzantine 
historian of the sixth century. 
As the 
wind, he says, is a "su b tle and delicate 
thiug,” and oil is “ adhesive, unctions and 
sm ooth,” the wind glides over the surface 
of the water on which oil has been spread, 
and cannot raise waves.

A correspondent in Bngineering refers to 
the sm all am ount of power absorbed in 
engine and pum p friction in the published 
tests of American pum ping engines, and 
hints th at the reason may be due to the 
internally packed pum p plungers, by which 
leakage cannot be readily detected.' Equal 
results, he says, are never reached in Eng­ 
land, and thinks there is som ething of the 
“ w hite elephant” about them .

T licin- 
ventor makes blocks ot glass which he 
hardens by a special process. 
In solidity 
it is said to leave nothing to be desired. 
T he experim ents already m ade have given j 
surprising results, and the cost is below j 
that of bridges of wood or iron.

the glass cannot be injured by insects like 
wood, nor rusted like iron.

of Rev. Dr. Barrows, of San Francisco, at 
the great convention of the American 
Ilonto Missionary Society, has boon so 
highly spoken of and favorably commented 
upon by leading business men east and 
west that we arc glad of the opportunity of 
placing an abstract of it before our readers.

W e grant all that in due to 
the poor man, hut ail rich men were not 
always rich. 
They were once poor, and 
have ciimlied to positions of power and 
wealth through hard brain work and clear­ 
sighted wisdom and persistent application. 
There is still room at the top for brains. 
Those who have reached that sum m it hon­ 
estly should never be traduced. 
W hat are 
some of our rich men in San Francisco 
doing? 
We do not say all of them, hut 
some of them . 
Let the facts answer. 
We 
cannot allow all of them to he put in the 
category of selfish monopolists, so-called, 
without a proto“t. In the town of D an­ 
vers—-beautiful and charm ing as we all 
adm it it to 
be—lived 
a 
m an 
whose 
sm all store was ill-fitted to his broad­ 
ening capacities. Leaving it he pushed 
across 
the 
country 
when 
Chicago 
had 
little 
more 
than 
a 
name, 
and though not anticipating the result, did 
enter upon railroading as bm kem an upon 
a night freight. The details of his begin­ 
ning are interesting, but I omit them here. 
From brakctnan he steadily rose under the 
superintendency of th at grand representa­ 
tive m an, Mr. Hitchcock, recently deceased, 
until he ocenpied the position of his assist­ 
ant. To-day he is the Manager of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railway and its leased lines, a 
place unsurpassed in executive business re­ 
quirem ents and brain capacity on the con­ 
tinent. 
W hat does this m an do w ith his 
money, and how does he aet publicly? 
W hen the debt of his church is to be raised 
he sends his check for $1,000 to his pastor 
for its removal, and is ready to be one of 
eleven men to pay the $22,000 at once. 
H e 
puts down $200 for the contribution to this 
society on a Sunday morning. 
H e and as­ 
sociates send a large sum to the treasury- 
•ship for the Superintendent’s work in Cafi- 
fom ia, and in every possible way he is 
pushing the cause of elevating and C hris-j 
tianizingCalifornia through the benevolent ¡ 
channels of iiis church. 
Not a dollar did 
he inherit. 
It is the money of a poor boy, i 
earned by honest purpose and brains, that 
he contributes, and a grander specimen of 
the unselfish rich m an in a position of trust 
does not exist in the world than is seen in 
the character and acts o f A. N. Towne, 
M anager of the Central Pacific Railroad. 
No man can know him w ithout adm iring 
and loving him . 
“ A n o th er m an, literally tu rn ed from his 
fath er's doors in his boyhood an d insisting 
upon earn in g his living, even to th e lodging 
of a night, developed such executive ab ility 
and capacity th a t tiie E ast could no t keep 
him , and by diligent effort he led th e w ay Í 
in m any instances to th e b eginning and 
successful com pletion o f th e railroad across 
tire Sierras. H is w ealth is counted by m ill­ 
ions, h u t h e earned and m ade it, and'to-day 
his gifts to various charities are larger thaii 
th e w orld know s of.

tate to give largely w here gifts are not ap ­

THE FUTURE OF THE AMERICAN NE­ 
GRO AN INTERESTING DEBATE. 


The future of the negro in America is a 
snbject engaging very m uch attention, and 
is the source of wide speculation and di­ 
vergence of opinions. 
In the JVorth Amer­ 
ican I!>Hew for July ten essayists discuss it. 
Professor Charles A. Gardiner, pointing out 
the fact that the negroes of the South have 
not. since the close of the war, dispersed 
throughout the country, as was anticipated, 
concludes that they will not m igrate in the 
future, despite ostracism, poverty and po­ 
litical oppression. W ith .3,814,395 whites 
and 3,721,4W negroes in the South in 1880, 
he 
estimates 
th at 
in 
1985 
the 
white 
population 
will 
aggregate 
30,400,000 and 
the 
negro 
118,400,000. 
Jiawlinson is quoted as showing that the 
race problem in America has not had a 
parallel, and is the most difficult that ever 
confronted civilization. 
The indications 
arc all adverse to the theory th at the negro 
will lie absorbed by the w hite race, and the 
testimony is unanim ous of intellectual de­ 
terioration as a result of race fusion. In 
the South a legitim ate am algam ation is 
beginning, and wiil, he holds, continue— 
that is, the negro is asserting and m ain­ 
taining his legal and political rights, ac­ 
quiring land, becoming 
educated, and 
approaching to the social level of the 
whites. H e concludes, therefore, that in 
fifty years more, outside of seaport cities, 
the negro will be the superior and the Cau­ 
casian the inferior race. This is certainly 
arriving at a conclusion totally at variance 
with the accepted theory of absorption of 
the 
black 
race, 
so 
generally 
re­ 
ceived 
at 
the] [close 
of 
the rebell­ 
ion. 
As to exportation and colonization, 
he scouts the idea. The negro citizen is 
proud o fh is rank as such, and will not ex­ 
patriate himself. 
H is legal equality is de­ 
clared. ami he will stay. B ut am algam a­ 
tion is in progress in the South, and the 
whites m ust yield to it or migrate. If they 
accept the first, a m entally inferior race 
will re su lt; if they refuse it and rem ain, 
they will be dom inated by the negro and 
m ust subm it to his supremacy. This is a 
sufficiently startling theory, but we may 
not analyze it now, since the present pur­ 
pose is to simply compare it with the views 
of the other essayists. 
United States Senator John T 
Morgan, 
one of these, holds that the statistics prove 
that the negro in the U nited States will in­ 
crease. 
Physically he 
has 
constantly 
gained since his introduction here. 
But 
ail the plans of the Government for the 
bettering of the negroes have failed. They 
are not a stronger race to-day, for all the 
legislation had to secure them civil rights. 
It is probable that the latest rem edy, Fed­ 
eral appropriations for educational pur­ 
poses, will fail also. The tim e will come, 
he forecasts, when th e effort will be made 
to disfranchise the black. 
All Congres­ 
sional attem pts to elevate the negro race 
have been in effect to wageaeonflict with the 
w hite race on a question of caste, and to 
stim ulate negroes to dem and asocial equal­ 
ity they are not prepared to enjoy. The 
races do not desire to blend physically or 
socially, and micegcnationists 
lose the 
respect of both races. The power of the 
n ”gro will increase in the South as he ad­ 
vances and attains wealth. But it will not 
avail him in the competition he encounters 
w ith the w hite m an. 
Successes will but 
intensify the jealousy of caste, and so race 
prejudice will forever rem ainan incubus on 
the negroes' individual or aggregated efforts. 
J a the free States of the Congo the negro 


will find his opportunity and deliverance, 
an opportunity providentially supplied, in 
which the colored m an has his first real 
opportunity “ to prove him self worthy of 
the liberties and civilization w ith w hich he 
lias been endowed.” This is the view of a 
representative radical Southern Democratic 
Senator. 
Fred. Douglass boids th at th e negro is a 
perm anency with us. 
H e will not em i­ 
grate. H is future may prove dark. 
The 
contact of weak with strong races has not 
always been beneficent. 
B ut the religion 
and civilization of the negro in America arc 
in harm ony with those of the people among 
whom he lives. T he tendency of the age is 
unifiction, not to clans, bu t to hum an 
brotherhood, and the negro will not be­ 
come more distinct as a class. 
U nited States Senator Z. B. Vance, 
Democrat of North Carolina, gives it as his 
opinion th a t the negro w ill rem ain where 
he is, and a-’ a race forever practically dis 
tinct. Miscegenation, he testifies, is more 
bitterly detested than ever. The negro’s 
political aiul social status will depend upon 
himself, and by this G ever nor Vance flatly 
tells iis he m eans th at the colored m an 
m ust become the political ally of the South­ 
ern white, and abandon his present white 
leaders, who are charged w ith having no vir­ 
tues to im part to him . H e m ust concede 
the m anagem ent of affairs to those compe­ 
tent to direct them , and cultivate the 
friendship of those aiuong whom he has to 
live, otherwise his usefulness as a factor 
in the public prosperity will be greatly 
impaired, and he will become an element 
of danger to the welfare t»f society. This 
m ay be accepted as ¡mother extrem e south- 
ernism. 
Joel Chandler Harris, the author of the 
U nde Rem us papers,.declares that any im ­ 
m igration m ovem ent am ong the blacks is 
casual and of no m aterial im portance. The 
negroes arc doing well where they are. 
If 
there is any dissatisfaction among them 
respecting thair condition, it. is traceable 
to the foolish suggestions of those who pro­ 
fess to believe that the African race here 
ought to have reached a plane in 250 years, 
th a t the w hite race has been more than 
twenty centuries in attaining. The aver­ 
sion to interm arriages between the whites 
and blacks is as strong in once race as in 
the other. The political privileges of the 
negro will he w hat he makes them . 
He 
m ust be a citizen by understanding, con­ 
duct and sym pathy as well as by law. 
Ignorance is dangerous, but the ignorance 
of the negro is susceptible of enlightenm ent. 
Professor Richard T. Greener, an accom­ 
plished colored man of W ashington, holds 
that the negro will migrate, as he has been 
doing for fifty years. H e will also emigrate 
when impelled by poverty or despair, or by 
prospects of pecuniary gain. The stream 
of em igration will inevitably lead to Africa, 
for the antipathy formerly felt by the 
negro-Amcrican to colonization has passed 
away, and the rich table lands east of Li­ 
beria will be occupied. The negro sees 
clearly that to civilize Africa is to exalt the 
negro race. 
It would he a brilliant stroke 
of policy for our Government to aid the 
sentim ent, and thus extend our commerce 
and allay thephantom of negro supremacy. 
But no wholesale emigration m ust be 
looked for im m ediately—the negro's home 
is at the South, and political trickery, riots, 
proscription and K uklux have failed to dis­ 
lodge him . He is at the mercy of the whites 
now, but a century hence he will he the 
ruling power, unless all hum an experience 
is at fault. The tendency at the South will 
be toward the predom inance of pure blacks, 
and in only isolated cases will the negro 
seek to m an y w ith whites. The m ixed 
blood will be absorbed into the white 
race 
w here it 
belongs, 
and 
the 
pure 
blood 
will 
m aintain its race 
integrity. 
As 
a 
political force the 
negro has been a failure, for w hich he is 
not blam eworthy, hut he is quick to learn 
and a natural politician. 
W ith greater 
discipline, less im agination, sharpened sel­ 
fishness and augm ented confidence, the 
negro politician of the future will measure 
equal weapons with the white. 
H igher 
social conditions will he attained, such as 
recognition of th e law can supply. 
It is a 
hopeful sign th at tha negro grows indis­ 
posed to be curried and cared for. 
He 
aspires to own, to manage and do for him ­ 
self. It is not his fault that he cannot rid 
him self of the professed philanthropist and 
professed politician. 
-Oliver Johnson treats the negro as a 
m em ber of the great hum an family, with 
the same attributes anil capacities as the 
Anglo-Saxon. 
All he needs is tim e to out­ 
grow the sears of slavery, and m ake him ­ 
self a m an am ong m en. The tendency is 
to obliterate race distinctions. Hence the 
negro will not emigrate. As the negro 
qualities him self the “ prejudice of color” 
will fade out, and the day will come w hen 
m arriages between whites and blacks will 
be more frequent and excite neither won­ 
der nor opposition. The negro will become 
early a useful factor in the body politic, 
and we can confide, in this respect, to his 
o w * judgm ent and tact. 
S ('. Armstrong, Principal of the H am p­ 
ton Normal and Agricultural Institute, 
holds th at the negro is here to stay. Cli­ 
mate and conditions, fix the South as his 
home. 
He is there getting his share in 
property, and the em pire of labor, and 
means to keep it. 
Interm arriage with 
whites is repugnant to tlie negro and will 
am ount to nothing, although slavery made 
miscegenation alm ost an accomplished fact. 
Political and social privileges will depend 
on the developm ent ot the negro, and that, 
in tim e, upon the effort made for his im ­ 
provem ent. 
Tiie social question will take 
care of itself. 
J H. W alw orth takes the position that 
the negro, by nature and force of circum ­ 
stances, is unam bitious, satisfied with a 
modicum of success, and not inclined 
to 
adventure. 
The 
South 
will 
con­ 
tinue to be the theater 
of 
his 
ac­ 
tion, and agriculture will be his chief 
pursuit. 
Miscegenation will 
work 
tu t 
its own solution, and the probability of 
interm arriage with whites wiil grow less. 
As the negro docs not so estim ate his Own 
brain power as to put him self against the 
palpable superiority of the educated race, 
direct guidance on the part of those w ho 
mean and do best for him , and would lead 
him to a just conception of his rights, must 
for some tim e to come be th e wisest policy, 
(iiven the degree of edneation the average 
m ind attains under our school system, 
plus the negro's 
im itative 
nature that 
makes him take the social and jaditieal 
hue of his surroundings, and there is no 
reason to apprehend that he will become a 
source of danger to th e nation. 
J. A: Emerson holds that the negro may 
m igrate but will not emigrate, as two hun­ 
dred and fifty years have too closely inter­ 
woven him with our ideas and m aterial in­ 
terests. The whites are so saturated with 
prejudice and the idea of the negro's in­ 
feriority, and so oblivious of the fact that 
he is freo, that everything is done by them 
to restrict and discourage interm arriage 
with whites, and the colored man hitneelf 


ha9 a settled antipathy to such unions. So 
the negroes will rem ain a distinct race. 
Their social and political privileges will in­ 
crease. for the tendency of the country is 
toward a recognized equality of all political 
rights and public privileges. 
The negro 
will win favor by assertion and concession, 
but always in Uto light of American princi­ 
ples. The negroes constitute one-eighth 
of our population, are loyal, patriotic, 
thoroughly American, and all they ask is 
fair play. 
W e thus have, w hat evidently the editor 
of the Renew sought, representative opin­ 
ions of the various schools of economists, 
philanthropists 
and 
politicians. 
It 
is 
scarcely necessary to suggest that, so far as 
comparison of the views of the essayists is 
concerned, Greener, the colored citizen, 
certainly is the m ost conservative, and pre­ 
sents the m ost reasonable argum ent and 
arrives at the most sensible conclusion.

H is proposal is 
m uch like the act of the fanner w ho burnt 
down his bam to destroy rats, and after the 
deed was done discovered that the rats had 
escaped.” 


THE ART RETALIATION AGAINST AMER­ 
ICA IN FRANCE. 


Full reports of the friction in the jury of 
award of the French Salon, w here 4,G65 
works of art were placed for exam ination, 
ure at hand. The jurv was prevented by a 
strong party from considering the pictures 
of American artists. 
Among those thus 
excluded and insulted are Constant, Dan- 
nat (who sold his chief picture for 10,000 
francs liefore it entered the Salon, on con­ 
dition that it be sent to America), Harrison, 
Sargent. Stewart, Boggs, Bridgm an, Piek- 
nell, Wood, Howe, Dubois, Davis, Gay, 
Donoho, Chambers, Coolidge, Dellenbaugh, 
Blair, Bruce, Vail, Dana, Eaton, Poor, 
Kennedy, Dodson, and 44 others. 
We sug­ 
gested, wheu speaking of the subject some 
days ago, that this was probably due to our 
tariff embargo upon works of art. 
Now 
comes M. Bougucrcau, President of the 
Salon, and in an interview with a Herald 
correspondent confirms this view. 
H e says 
that from the outset there was a very bitter 
feeling in the jury against the American 
artists, and it constantly augm ented in 
force and ill-will. 
It was due to the report 
of our levy of a tax of thirty per cent, ou 
works of art. This was denied and affirmed 
over and again, and the doubt irritated the 
ju ry and its electors, the members of La 
Soeiete Libro des Artistes, who were very 
solicitous to know definitely ju st how the 
American G overnm ent proposed to treat 
French art products. F inally a motion 
was made th at no American artist should 
receive an award tinder any pretext. The 
President thereupon told the body flatly 
that it had no right to consider such a 
proposition, and that its only duty was to 
look upon pictures and m ake awards, irre­ 
spective of their authorship, or the ques­ 
tion of an im post upon French art in 
America. Thereupon the greatest confu­ 
sion arose, violent rem arks were indulged 
in . and general disorder prevailed. 
The 
jury refused to listen to reason, the motion 
was not voted on, but if it iiad been it cer­ 
tainly would have prevailed. 
tin t of the forty jurors only fifteen had 
the courage to consider the claims of our 
American pictures. 
M. Bougucrcau. how 
ever, apologizes for the majority, saying 
that France has been the great school of 
art for A m erica; A m erican artists have 
been adm itted to equal privileges in France 
in the art institutes, and in the Salon. and 
in return for this hospitality America de­ 
clares she will not receive the work of 
French artists, when its introduction would 
really be a great and good agency for ad­ 
vancing American art. 
M. Roll defended 
the Americans, holding th at w hile the 30 
per cent, tax is detestable, France cannot 
justify herself in the policy of m aking re­ 
prisals. 
But for this feeling of retaliation, 
it is adm itted, an A m erican artist would 
have received the second medal. 
M .Bou- 
guereau certainly m ade astro n g p o in t when 
he said : 
It is for the real interests of 
American art that m any of the best works 
o f French art should be sent to America. 
It is solely by im portation th at eities or in­ 
dividuals can form those schools and m u­ 
seums of painting that are an absolute ne­ 
cessity to America if she ever wishes to 
cease being the artistic tributary of Europe. 
T he tax will not prevent one or two A m eri­ 
can m illionaires from buying fine pictures 
in France, but it will dim inish the num ber 
of fine pictures sent to America, and will 
thus greatly retard the artistic education of 
the A m erican people.” 
But whatever may he the outcome of this 
trouble, th e French Salon has set a very 
bad example. 
It am ounts to th is : that 
our young artists need no longer seek cult­ 
ure in art circles in France, and this ex­ 
clusion makes the French artists an ex­ 
clusive class, so far as America is concerned, 
and the Salon no longer ail im partial and 
free school of awards for m erit, hut a pro­ 
tective institution 
for artists according 
to 
nationality. 
W hat 
the 
ju ry has 
done in this m atter 
w ill justify it in 
retaliating for other causes, against the 
artists of still other nations, and thus 
th e wall of exclusion will rise higher, and 
art m ust suffer in consequence. 
The bitter 
feeling is not confined to art circles alone. 
The advices show that it extends into the 
com m unity of I’aris generally, and to a 
considerable extent affects the people in 
outlying districts. So far has it gone that 
those artists and scholars who do battle for 
the Am ericans are assailed with tongue- 
lashings, and are forced to take punish­ 
m ent for their friendship. 
M. Roll believes 
the bitterness will increase caoh year, and 
th e exclusive policy be still m ore vigor­ 
ously prosecuted each season, until the 
United States recedes and consents to a 
reciprocity arrangem ent as to art works. 
Certainly, despite the ill policy of the boy­ 
cotting attem pted by the jury, there is force 
in the argum ent of the Frenchm en, and 
this people ought to see it and acknowledge 
its justice. B ut it m ay be a long time 
before an American Congress will be as­ 
sembled that will have the courage to take 
hold of th e question with an eye single to 
justice, and actuated by a high resolve to 
advance art tastes in the U nited States. 
The French reprisals will not hasten the 
day when an adjustm ent will be had; we 
are a stubborn people when threatened, 
and not likely to yield, even for the sake of 
art culture,, to any kind o f boycotting pro­ 
cess, and we may consent to see the Am eri­ 
can artists driven out of France rather than 
vicld to the anger o f the Gaul. 


S ik Ja m e s P a g e t, in a recent address at 
th e W orkingm en’s College, London, uttered 
a great tru th when he said : "C hange is a 
m ental restorative—a recreative ag en t.' 
T hat is to say, we do not need to be idle to 
rest. W e get rest often by turning from 
routine to some form of work for which 
we have an inherited special capacity.. If 
men will pause to think, they will find 
that they have evidences innum erable in 
their own lives of this truth. The change, 
of course, m ust be recreative, for change 
from one task to another is not restful in 
the true sense. As Paget puts i t : " Recre­ 
ative change, judiciously recommended and 
specifically applied, is one of the most pow­ 
erful agents we possess for the treatm ent of 
disease, or of derangem ents and disturb­ 
ances of the m ental tem peram ent and the 
m ind.” 
♦ 


A c r a n k at a political m eeting in Kan F ran­ 
cisco on T hursday held by the Political F.manei- 
pation Society, in a heated speech, declared th a t 
w hat is w anted is a total abolition of ail Govern 
m ents. and forms of governm ent, as they are 
all synonym ous w ith coercion and tyranny.

This volum e is num ber eighteen of the 
w orks of Mr. Bancroft. 
These have now 
arrived at a period treated of in the present 
volum e w hich has a more im m ediate in­ 
terest for readers in America, though for 
devoted historical students it cannot sur­ 
pass the preceding volumes leading up to 
it, and the growth and production of which 
we have watched w ith keenest interest. Mr. 
Bancroft well says that the past of Califor­ 
nia, as a whole" and in each successive 
phase, furnishes a record not excelled

The period of Spanish occupation, of spirit­ 
ual conquest and mission development 
growing out of Franciscan effort, o f quiet 
pastoral life, w ith its lively, social m onot­ 
ony. is a fascinating subject that in no piu’t 
of A m erica can be studied more advan­ 
tageously than here.” 
If any doubt or shadow of speculation 
rem ained concerning the resources of the 
author for w riting a history of California, 
they would be dispelled by an exam ination 
of the list of authorities presented in tdiis 
volum e which lie lias studied, and by 
which lie fortifies the conclusions reached. 
Of these, over 1,000 titles are given, 
beside m any others nam ed in the foot­ 
notes. 
There 
is 
scarcely a 
Califor­ 
nia book, pam phlet, paper or parchm ent 
extant relating in any way to the history of 
the coast which has not had close exam ina­ 
tion for the purposes of this history. W hile 
the volum e brings us to the opening of the 
present century, the research referred to of 
necessity carried the author through all the 
period down to the discovery of gold, and 
well into the Pioneer era. The bibliogra­ 
phy of Californian history is reviewed, and 
listed, and exhaustively treated in chapter 
second of the book before us, and forms 
one of the quaintest and m ost interesting 
bibliographic monographs extant, and is es­ 
pecially full of interest to early Californi­ 
ans—notably so, as Mr. Bancroft has in­ 
cluded in the consideration references to 
m anuscripts collected by him embodying 
the testim ony of about UK) California pio­ 
neers, relating to the period im m ediately 
following the discovery of gold, and ex 
tending down to 1850, thus covering the 
“ flush tim es” of California 
The work opens with a resume, or glance 
at the ground already traversed in the His 
tory of Mexico, in order to give a proper 
understanding of the course of eariv events 
upon tiie north border of th at country. 
T his retrospect puts the reader into excel 
lent frame for taking up the real history of 
California, w hich begins with the third 
chapter, and opens w ith a sketch of the 
origin of the nam e California, and closes 
w ith the “ N orthern Mystery,”—th at is, 
w hat was thought and written and pictured 
in m aps respecting the coast region above 
the Californian G ulf from 1530 to 1769 
The maps presented in m iniature illum i­ 
nate this chapter most acceptably. Not the 
least interest in the chapter is found in the 
speculation of the author upon the evi­ 
dences liefore him concerning the disputed 
claim of Drake's entry into the Bay of San 
Francisco. Air. Bancroft, w ith courteous 
force, combats, and we m ust adm it, with 
success, tiie theory that Sir Francis ever 
entered 
upon that 
magnificent 
sheet 
of 
water. 
Had 
he 
done 
so, 
lie 
certainly 
would 
never 
have 
dis- 
dismissed it w ith so brief a rem ark as “ t 
good b a y n o r would he have failed to ex­ 
plore it eastward as far as it was possible 
for the Golden H ind to have made its way, 
since Drake’s real scheme was to find an 
intcroceanic passage from the North Pacific 
The fourth chapter treats of the motives 
and preparations for Spanish occupation, 
and carries us from 17G7 to 1770. 
W hile 
the fifth treats of the occupation of San 
Diego, and the sixth carries us down 
to 
the 
first 
expedition 
from 
San 
Diego to Monterey and San Francisco. 
In this chapter the more curious readers 
will find satisfaction in exam ining the tes 
tim onies respecting the discovery o f the 
Bav of San Francisco, and the mysterious 
and doubted ” port” of San Francisco. The 
descendants of the Ortega who first ex 
plored the peninsula w here San Francisco 
sits 
still 
live in California. 
It 
wa3 
a 
most 
discouraging 
expedition 
he 
led, 
since 
he 
made 
a 
great, 
dis­ 
covery w ithout being aware of it, and 
returned over his land course to the South 
w ithout reaping the fruits of his perilous 
expedition to the Brazo del Mar, or inland 
sea. In chapter seven we arrive at the his­ 
tory of the occupation of Monterey and the 
founding of San Carlos, San A ntonio and 
San Gabriel. 
On the 3d of June, 1770, the 
mission and Presidio of San ( arlos Borro- 
meo de Monterey was formally founded, 
when the w ater was blessed, the bells hung, 
and Father Junípero donning his alb and 
stole chanted the venite creator spiritvs, and 
planted the cross and sprinkled the beach 
and fields with holy water, thus “ putting 
to rout all infernal foes,” after w hich guns 
were fired, the flag of Spain displayed 
and saluted, and Portoln proceeded to take 
formal possession in the nam eof Carlos III. 
Chapter eighth treats of the progress of the 
new establishments, and the search for the 
“ Port of Sail Francisco.” W e pass next to 
a delightful subdivision analytical of the 
first reports of the new country, sent to 
Mexico, and of 
the

there. 
These reports give us a glimpse 
of the rude architecture and crude agri­ 


culture of the day, and th e missionary 
labors of the proselyting priests whose de­ 
votion to the work challenges the adm ira­ 
tion of all historical readers.

and the second annual report on mission 
progress. 
The eleventh is devoted to an 
exam ination of

ploration by the Spanish fleet of 1775, 
the discovery of Bodega and Trinidad 
bays, the surveys of San Francisco bay bv 
Avala during his forty days’ stay in i¿s 
waters in the ship San Carlos. 
It includes 
ulso a graphic account t>f the destruction of 
San Diego, the expeditions of A ura Font 
and Garces. The founding of the I’rcsidio 
and Mission at San Francisco, and the 
history of Pueblo beginnings, bring us 
up to" 1780, and the completion o f the 
first decade of occupation. 
From that 
perio*l on to the close o f the volum e its at­ 
tractiveness grows, and the historian m an­ 
ifests his own profound, alm ost enthusiastic- 
interest in the rom antic story. 
We may 
not in lim ited space even indicate the stops 
by w hich it is advanced. No such reference' 
can do it justice. 
In the reading, no part of 
the volum e has impressed us so profoundly 
w ith the exhaustiveness and laborious re­ 
search of the author than th at w hich em ­ 
braces the Mission founding era succeeding 
the first decade, say between 1794 and 1800, 
and including the text from C hapter X X V I. 
to the close of the volume. T he record

As, for instance, the record of 
the genesis of agriculture in C alifornia: 
the entry of the first foreign vessels into 
California w aters; the feeble beginnings of 
comm erce; 
the methods employed for 
the 
governm ent 
of 
the 
region and 
the events distinguishing the reign of 
the 
Governors sent 
out 
to the 
new 
lan d ; 
the 
land-grant 
beginnings: 
the growth of the Missions; the conversion 
of the Indians to the Christian faith : the 
perseverance of the priests in th eir m is­ 
sionary calling; the events of the m ili­ 
tary occupation; the construction of the 
earliest 
fortifications; 
the 
visit 
of 
Vancouver to 
San 
Francisco 
bay 
in 
1792; thediseovery of supposed m ines near 
San Francisco in 1795; the founding of the 
royal ranchos; the revolt of the Indians 
against tbe padres, and the punishm ents 
tlieir godly hands inflicted ; the m anufact­ 
ure of tbe first cloth in California ; the pro­ 
secution of stock-raising;

INTELLIGENCE. 


Not to bu Licensed.—The City Trustees 
held an informal session yesterday morn­ 
ing. The only persons present, outside of 
the Trustees, were the City Attorney and a 
Kk'JOkd-Unio.n 
reporter. 
The Trustees 
talked of “ tiring ” the reporter, but it was 
finally decided that as he was a" pretty- 
good fellow ” he could remain. The ob­ 
ject of the meeting was the consideration 
of the ordinance regulating houses of ill- 
fame. Trustee Ncilsen handed in a draft 
of a new ordinance, which, by the way, 
was not read nor considered, reports to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 
Mr. Nielsen 
thought something ought t«' be done in the 
direction the ordinance indicated, for sani­ 
tary reasons, if no other. Mayor Brown 
thought the reading of the proposed new 
ordinance was entirely unnecessary; the 
city ordinances relative to that subject 
were adequate, providing the City Attorney 
and Chief of Police ol the city would at­ 
tend to their duties, lie said those officers 
can, under existing ordinances, suppress 
the evil. Some time since, he said, the 
Police Commissioners took the matter in 
hand, and for several months L street, 
from Second to Fourth, and Second, 
from K to L, were made apparently 
respectable. 
Trustee Gutenbti.er made 
a 
long 
argument 
in 
opposition 
to 
the proposed ordinance. 
He said 
if 
the City Attorney and Chief of Police 
do their duty there 
is 
no 
occasion 
for licensing. The City Attorney excused 
the matter, or at least tried to do so, by 
saying that new officers had been put in 
that portion of the city, and they could 
not cope with the evil as did officers Ash 
and Woods of the old force. He under­ 
stood that the Chief had put officer Ash on 
that heat again, and thought the matter 
complained of would be rectified. Mayor 
Brown said he was opposed to the passing 
of new ordinances, while others existed 
covering all the grounds. 
His view was 
concurred in by the other Trustees. They 
all agreed that the < thief of Police and City 
Attorney hml all the power necessary to 
restrain aim keep within proper bounds 
the evil complained of. For the present 
they agreed to consider no further the pro­ 
posed ordinance, but would confer with 
the Chief of Police, and have him, with the 
power with which he is now clothed, sup­ 
press the evil. 
Books fop. tup Poor.—Yesterday Dr. 
White, of the < ounty Hospital, received the 
$100 worth of books recently purchased by 
the Board of Supervisors. He says it would 
do a person good to see how much they are 
appreciated bv the poor unfortunates. An 
old gentleman, who has been an inmate of 
the hospital for years, carried to his room 
a copy of ” Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Progress.” 
When the doctor called bn him in the even­ 
ing, he asked that thanks be returned to 
the Supervisors for their donation of books. 
"Thatbook,” pointing to the one at his 
Bedside, ' is one of the finest things writ­ 
ten in the English language. 
I read it 
when a boy, again when a prosperous 
youtig man, and after I had arrived at 
mature years I read it again, discovering 
beauties in the inspired verses that had 
escaped me at both the other readings.” 
He asked the doctor to open to certain 
chapters, and the poor invalid repeated 
page after page. 
The doctor at once be­ 
came interested in the man. who possesses 
Kuoh a wonderful memory, and ascertained 
that he wasagraduatcof one of the first col­ 
leges of the United .States, He discussed all 
the writers of the age, criticising theireffort? 
in a scholarly manner. 
He said of all the 
American poets Bryant was his favorite, 
and quoted, in a manner that would do 
credit to an elocutionist, " Tbanatops-is.” 
The doctor says there is not a person in 
Sacramento hut that has one or more books 
or magazines that have been read, and to 
the owner are of no more value. Those 
books would bc of incalculable worth to 
poor men ami women in the County Poor- 
house. 
He ask s every person in the city 
who has such books, magazines or papers 
to leave them at the County Treasurer’s or 
Recorder's office, and they will be added to 
the hospital library.

A lco h o l a n d th e H e a r t H eats. 
Dr. N. B. Richardson, of London, the 
noted physician, says he was recently able 
to convey a considerable amount of convic­ 
tion to an intelligent scholar by a simple 
experiment. The scholar was singing the 
praises of the " Ruddy Bumper,” and sav­ 
ing he could not get through the day with­ 
out it, when Dr. Richardson said to him : 
“ Will you he good enough to feel my 
pulse while I stand here?” 
He did so. I said, " Count it carefully: 
what does it say?” 
" Your pulse says seventy-four.” 
1 then |»at down in a chair and asked 
him to count it again. 
He did so, and 
said, •• Your pulse has gone down to 
seventy.” 
I then lay down on the lounge and said : 
'■ Will you take it again ?” 
He replied, “ Why. it's, only sixty-four: 
what an extraordinary thing :T’ 
I then said, " When you lie down at 
night, that is the way nature gives your 
heart rest. You know nothing about it, 
but that beating orgjn is resting to that 
extent; and if you reckon it up, it is a 
great deal of rest, because in lying down 
the heart is doing 10 strokes less a minute. 
Multiply that by 00 and it is 000: multiply 
it by 8 hours, and witliin a fraction it is 
5,000 strokes different: and as the heart is 
throwing 0 ounces of blood at every stroke, 
it makes a difference of 30,000 ounces of 
lifting during the night. When I lie down 
at night without any alcohol that is the 
rest my heart gets. But when you take 
your wine or grog yon do not allow that 
rest, for the influence of alcohol is to in­ 
crease the number of strokes, and instead 
of getting this rest you put on something 
like 15,0(h) extra strokes, and the result is 
you rise up very seedy, and unfit for the 
next day’s work till you have taken a little 
more of the ‘ruddy bumper' which, you 
say is the soul of man below.” 


F lu id s a n d F a t. 
The removal of surplus fat from the body 
by appropriate means naturally forms a 
subject oCinterest to the well-to-do classes. 
Various modifications of solid diet having 
had their day, the consumption of fluids is 
now undergoing regulation in respect of 
quantity among those who find their own 
presence insupportable. 
There is some­ 
thing in this theory, inasmuch as liquids, 
merely as sncli, materially aid the digestion 
and absorption of the food with which they 
are taken. Thus, cocoa contains a very large 
proportion of fat. coffee a considerable 
amount along with amyloid substances, 
which are also represented in tea to a much 
smaller extent, and which readily pass by­ 
chemical decomposition into the form of 
fat. 
Beer, wine and spirit are all fatten­ 
ing, partly in consequence of their saccha­ 
rine and starchy constituents, and partly 
from their tendency to hinderexecretionof 
products of food, and, when acting on any' 
iiut a languid frame, to hurry and to slur 
that methodical oxidation by the blood on 
which the maintenance of sound tissug de­ 
pends. General opinion, we are sure, will 
bear us out in saying that when the solids 
consumed are moderate in amount and 
digestible, and when the fluid is merely 
fluid, not fatty or amyloid in its «imposi­ 
tion, and not stimulant, free drinking will 
not influence obesity. 
We cun call to mind 
heavy drinkers of water and regular con­ 
sumers of tea, moderate in diet otherwise, 
whose habits engendered not the slightest 
tendency to corpulence. We should, with­ 
out hesitation, recommend their practice 
to the stout, and should rely for the reduc­ 
tion of their bulk not on any further alter­ 
ation of their diet, which might easily be 
carried so far as to starve their more im­ 
portant tissues, but on the maintenance of 
regular and sufficient physical exercise.—

Colonel C. II. H owland, Los Angeles Elec­ 
tric Company—The second and third pack­ 
ages of m oths caught at the electric lights are 
at hand and are interesting, as showing not 
only different species, but also the dates at 
which they appear. 
In order to give an 
idea of what the packages contain I will 
ieecr'.he them. The first package contained 
specimens of the Achcmon sphinx, white- 
lined sphinx, toinato-worm moth, two cut­ 
worm moths, and one m oth of the salt 
m arsh caterpillar; the second package, 
white-lined sphinx, tomato-worm m oth, 
several species of the Aortui(te(night-flyers), 
one dark-brown m oth and four specimens 
of Phisia; third package, several species of 
Hoothidce (some of them new species), a 
lfcrge num ber of Plusia, and six sjiocimens 
of the dark-brown m oth, sim ilar to speci­ 
mens in second 
package. 
(These are 
closely allied to, if not the same species, as 
a moth shown m e last week by Charles A, 
W etmore, Chief 
Executive V iticultural 
Officer, which he received from G. F. Mer- 
riam , of Apex, San Diego county, Riid 
w hich Mr. M erriam had bred from the 
caterpillars that are infesting the vineyards 
this Bcason in that locality. They are 
probably a species of the arm y worm moth. 
There is also in the third package four 
specimens of a m oth belonging to the same 
genus as the moth of the salt marsh cater­ 
pillar (Arctia arrea) and are known as the 
Arctia virgo (tliia species is new to me), 
aad two specimens of catoeala moths. 
T he specimens of the sm all m oths are so 
injured by being in contact with the lights 
and the handling, and the m arks arc so 
m uch rubbed off as to m ake identification 
of species nearly impossible. The Plusias 
can be readily identified by a silver m ark 
on the fore-wing. The caterpillar of the 
«abbage plusia (Plusia brassicse) is very in ­ 
jurious to the cabbage. 
In fact, every in ­ 
sect in the three lots arc injurious to vege­ 
tation, excepting one specie. 
My experi­ 
m ents have been very successful with 
lights. 
GRASSHOPPERS. 
A. T. Toomy, of Mi Kite’s station, Butte 
•ounty, writes : 
About one year ago I bought this ranch fn the 
■rd land foothills. 1 planted a vineyard and 
orchard. They all succeeded very well at first, 
■ntil the peach, apricot and some plum leaves 
shrunk, curled and fell off 
All the other trees 
did well except the olives, which, though green 
and evidently alive, seem reluctant of growth. 
About ten days agograsshopperseamein swaruis 
and have eaten almost everything on the place. 
By oovering a few trees in the house orchard I 
have saved ihom so far; but as you know more 
•ban any one else in the State about pests, I bog 
you to tell me if there is any remedy for these. 
Reply : W ithin the last ten days letters 
have been received asking inform ation in 
regard to remedies for the protection of 
vineyards, hop fields, etc., from the ravages 
of grasshoppers, which have appeared in 
various sections of the State in such num ­ 
bers as to alarm those whose lands are in­ 
fested ; also those persons located in ad­ 
joining sections especially those who are 
engaged in horticultural and viticultural 
pnrsuitB. The only remedy that I can offer 
that would he effective for present purposes 
is the use of pans in which is placed coal 
tar mixed with coal oil or coal oil and wa­ 
ter. Although this remedy has ju st been 
issued in the United States Agricultural 
Reports, 1883, a sim ilar design has been 
used by R. B. Blowers, of W oodland, Yolo 
county, for some years, and which prove»] 
em inently successful in destroying grass­ 
hoppers in his vineyard and alfalfa fields. 
From the tim e the young grasshoppers 
are hatched until they become provided 
w ith wings is about seven weeks. During 
this ¡>eriod of their existence they are not 
liable to m igrate from one section to an ­ 
other, and arc easily captured in the pans. 


The accompanying illustration, copied 
from the United States Agricultura! Report 
• f 1S83, represents a pan made for captur­ 
ing grasshoppers, and can be constructed at 
a nominal expense, as follows : 
Take a 
sheet of light sheet iron, say nine feet long 
by tw o feet wide ; turn up one side so as to 
form the front side of the pan three inches 
deep*; turn up the other side so as to 
tjrm the back of the pan six inches deep; 
then turn up the ends, sav three inches 
■ocp; raise the back and ends with thin 
boards, fastened to the back and ends of the 
pun. so as to m ake them from fourteen to 
eighteen inches high. The ends may be 
formed as in illustration. This will make 
a pan eight feet and four inches long, and 
seventeen inches wide on bottom. 'lake 
three pieces of fence board, say. four feet 
long; 
nail across them at ends two 
pieces of same material, each eight feet 
long; on the frontside secure the pan so 
tier, the four feet pieces will serve as ru n ­ 
ners. To the ends of the runners in front 
• f pan attach ropes, hv which the pan can 
be hauled by boys or by a horse. The pan 
•an be made any desirable length, in order 
to prevent the liquid ¡ti the pan from spill­ 
ing. 
A num ber of cross pieces m ight be 
planed across the inside. 
W hen ready for 
operation, place about half of an inch or 
loss, so that it covers the bottom of pan. of 
any of the liquids named above, then haul 
the pan between the rows of vines or trees, 
or over the grass tields infested, and results 
«rnilar to the following, given in United 
Htates Agricultural Report, 1883, page 170, 
■my be expected : “ We have known from 
seven to ten bushels of young locusts 
•aught with one such pan in an afternoon. 
I t is easily pulled by boys, one at each rope. 
T he oil rnajp be used alone, so as to iust 
cover the bottom , or on the surface of the 
water, and the insects strained through a 
wire ladle. 
W hen the insects are small, 
one tnuv economize in kerosene by lining 
the pan with saturated cloth. 
W here oil 
has been scarce, some persons have substi­ 
tuted concentrated lye, but when used 
strong enough to kill, it costs about as 
m odi as the oil." 
On page 177 it is further stated : 
‘‘The 
use of the kerosene {Kin in Ni w H am p­ 
shire has m et with an abundant measure 
of success, although the experim ents were 
begun rather late. 
From the second week 
in June on, duily draggings were made on 
at least six farms, and as many as a bushel 
of grasshopi»ers taken in an hour from a 
single pan, w ithout reckoning those which 
bad jum ped ru t and died on the ground 
from the effects of contact with the kero­ 
sene. On the farm of Mr. J. K. Chandler, 
eu one occasion, fifteen bushels were cap­ 
tured in one hour, and upon an adjoining 
jferir. a bushel were taken in two minutes. 


On a fonr-acre field to the north^ thirty six 
bushels were taken in two days. ’ 
In regard to w inter operations for the 
destruction 
of grasshoppers suggestions 
will be given at some future tim e. The 
necessity for united effort in dealing with 
this post m ust bo obvious to all.

SAID IN FUN. 


The V atican. 
The Vatican is the queen of palaces 
joins St. Peter’s, the 
king of churches,” 
and were it not for the dome the palace 
would overtop the church. 
It takes its 
name from Vatican lflll on which it stands. 
This largest, and in some respects, tbe m ost 
beautiful palace in the world is visited by 
thousands of travelers and pilgrims every 
year. For 500 years it has been the resi­ 
dence of the Dopes. They, however, oc­ 
cupy bu t a sm all part of the im m ense 
building. 
It is mostly used as a vast m u­ 
seum. In its beautiful chapel, great halls, 
innum erable rooms, interm inable galler­ 
ies and grand library are treasures of art. 
relics of antiquity, marvelous sculptures, 
im m ortal 
paintings, inscriptions 
from 
tombs, bas-reliefs, bronzes, gems and re­ 
m ains of ancient Etruscan, Roman and 
Egyptian civilization. Take it all in all, 
the riches of its treasures are not surpassed 
by any other collection on earth. The Vat­ 
ican is a vast, irregular cluster of buildings, 
enlarged and extended at different times, 
until it is seventy-two rods long and forty- 
eight rods wide. 
It covere an area larger 
than the Tuillexies and the Ixravre com­ 
bined. 
It is said to contain tw enty open 
courts, eight grand and 2 0 0 sm aller stair­ 
ways and 4,000 room s—a little city in itself. 
W e visited it m any times and always came 
away with weary feet and exhausted brain, 
so endless are its objects of attraction. 
From the windows of the Vatican we can 
now and then get a glimpse of the Dope’s 
snnny gardens, with their orange and 1cm- . 
on trees laden with fruit, their fragrant 1 
flower beds and close-trimmed hedges, | 
shady walks and even driveways, for since 
the Holy Father has been a " prisoner” he 
takes his drives in his gardens. It is 
thought that there was a palace connected 
with the Church of .St. Deter s as early as 
the time of Constantine, but there certainly 
was a residence for the “ Bishop of Rome” 
on the site of Vatican in the early part of 
the sixth century. 
Ohuriemagne resided 
in a palace on this spot at the tim e of his 
coronation in the eighth century. 
It was 
rebuilt on a magnificent scale by Dope In ­ 
nocent III. about A.D. 1200, and enlarged 
by Nicholas III. in 1277. Since 1377, after 
the return of the I’ontifical Court from 
Avignon to Rome, the Vatican has been 
the i-ermanent residence of the Topes. Ñu- ¡ 
merous and extensive alterations have been 
made by different Pontiffs, each one trying 
to excel the others in th e splendor of hie 
additions. There is a covered passage, half 
a m ile long, built by Dope John X X III. in 
the early part of the fifteenth century, con­ 
necting the Vatican with the castle of St. 
Angelo. 
It was designed as a private way 
of escape for the Pup», from the. palace to 
the fortress in tim e of danger. This escape 
was used by A lexander VI. and Clement

On the third day ju st before enter­ 
ing port, the weather being fine, the pas­ 
sengers were all sum moned on deck, and 
when they went to go below, were all in ­ 
spected by the surgeon, who afterwards 
assured the Captain th at all were well. 
This was done on the three consecutive 
days before entering port, and so wit 
ness had no reason to believe that any 
contagious 
disease 
existed. 
After ar 
riving in port Dr. McAllister visited the 
ship. 
Before leaving he obtained from the 
ship's surgeon a bill of health. This was 
signed by witness. 
It was unusual to do 
this, but Dr. McAllister requested it. After 
some of the passengers had landed on Sun 
day, the day the ship arrived, about 3 
o’clock the surgeon reported to witness that 
there was a ease of measles aboard. Thi 
was the first the Captain knew of any dis­ 
ease. 
Being assured that it was only a case 
of measles the child was taken away from 
the other passengers. This was a few hours 
after Dr. McAllister had inspected the pas­ 
sengers. 
W hen a little later the surgeon 
report is 1 the case to he small-pox, the 
Health Office was im m ediately notified. In 
dismissing the ease the Court said that the 
tact was fully established that as soon as 
the case was known to he sm all-pox it was 
reported to the authorities.

He then asked her for enough 
m oney to pay for his supper, and when she 
told him that she did not have any to give 
him , as she needed all she could earn to 
support herself and children, he told her 
that he would kill her and then himself. 
He thereupon stabbed her and fled, locking 
the door from the outside. The screams of 
the wounded woman attracted the attention 
of a passer-by, who forced open the door, 
nnd Mrs. Meehan rushed into the street in 
search of an officer, hut before she found 
one she fell exhausted to the sidewalk. The 
w ound is a very dangerous one.

“ Miss Fannie, the blue-hirtls have come 
—the bin e-birds have com e!” exclaimed a 
chorus of voices, as a bevy of girls entered 
the school-roon\ one m orning just as the 
first bell rang. 
“ We saw two in Mr. Flem ing’s yard as 
we came up the street,” continued Ida and 
Jennie, alm ost in a breath. 
“ And Fay and I saw four in Mr. Stone's 
orchard,” said Grace. 
“ W hen Mamie and I were crossing Red 
Bridge, we heard som ething a-tw ittering 
around, and when, we looked down the run 
we saw some blue-birds a-hopping about 
on tlie bushes," said Robbie, rather shyly. 
So the reports came in. as tlie pujáis 
gathered about the teacher’s desk. 
Nearly 
all the children while on their way to 
school that m orning had seen the first blue­ 
birds of tlie season. 
“ Well, J am glad you are so observing,” 
said Miss Fannie, after she had listened a 
m o m en t; “ and by your bright, cheerful 
faces I know you are all happy at the re­ 
turn of tlie birds.

ly; “ they didn't come till tlie 10th of 
March last year. 
I looked in m y notebook 
this morning." 
J list then W illie, who lives a mile in the 
country, came in and rejiortcd th at he had 
seen “ a whole lot " of blue-birds and three 
robins. 
“ It is rather earlv for robins to return 
from the South," said Miss F annie; “ but 
sometimes they rem ain with us all winter, 
when they find a thick hedge or cedar ar­ 
bor to live in.” 
“ Yes, m a'am ; two stayed in our pine 
frees w inter before last, and I fed them 
sometimes,” said A rthur. 
“ Now. children, it is about tinte for the 
second b e ll; but we will talk further about 
birds during our ‘ miscellaneous' hour this 
afternoon.

Some of tlie boys and girls had kejtt note­ 
books, in which they had recorded their 
observations ; and m any of them were thus 
able to give the date of the return of m ar­ 
tins, blue-birds and robins, or when they 
first saw the swallow sailing overhead, 
tw ittering in its flight, or tlie cat-bird flit­ 
ting from bush to hush in search of berries. 
tine rem arkable coincidence, as shown 
by their records, is tin t m artins have made 
their api>earance on the 26th day of March 
for three years in succession. 
As these 
pupils live in and near a sm all town, their 
observations do not vary m uch, only a few 
days, if any. intervening between dates, in 
most instances. 
In this wav these young people are learn­ 
ing to use their eyes and ears outside the 
school room, as well as in it, and at the 
sam e tim e they are obtaining m uch useful 
and pleasing information. 
The birds have no better friends any­ 
where than tlie members of Room No. >. 
T hat they are careful not to harm or 
frighten away the birds, is shown by tlie 
fact tiiat for two years a pair of robins 
have built their nest and reared their brood 
undisturbed in one of the shade trees in 
front of the school room. 
Instead of clim bing the tree or knocking 
the nest down with a short pole, as any 
hoy could have done easily, each took 
pride in considering him self the especial 
protector of the brood, and woe to any cat 
th at was seen near the tree. 
Recalling the great delight that this 
school took in watching and talking about 
their feathered friends, we wondered if 
there are not thousands of boys and girls in 
the land who would take a sim ilar interest 
in birds, if their attention were directed to 
tlie subject by teachers and others.—[Thos.
